Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sections 26 , 28, 38 , 65 , 95, 96 , 107, 111, 138 , 159 , 
176 and 213 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (Central 
Act 59 of 1988 ), read with section 21 of the General 
Clauses Act, 1897 (Central Act 10 of 1897 ) and all other 
powers enabling it in that behalf, the Government of 
Goa hereby makes the following rules so as to amend

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1) These rules 
may be called the Goa Motor Vehicles (Amendment) 
Rules, 2000 .

said Notification in the Official Gazette . 


( ii ) the following provisio shall be inserted , 
namely: 


" Provided that whenever mineral ore , sand or such 
other materials are transported , the luggage box carrier 
shall have a free board / free space ofminimum 6 inches 
between the material and the upper edge of the carrier 
box and the same shall be properly secured and covered 
with tarpaulin so as to prevent any spillage and dust 
pollution ” .
